It is said that during Martin | praising

When faith springs up in 
some heart to go forward with 
some work the Lord has laid 
on their heart, there are a thou- 
sand of these demons on hands 
in a moments time, and as a 
usual thing they come through 
some dear saint, that you were 
almost sure would stand in 
faith with you. Yes, they come 
in such a sweet way and even 
that saint is not aware of . the 
fact that this demon is using 
them. They will say, Yes that 
is a wonderful thing, but I just 
don’t think it can be done. I’m 
afraid of this and I’m afraid of 


that. The Word says, perfect 
love casteth out fear. 
Oh God deliver your saints 


from this fear and discourage- 
ment that is so rampant in this 
land of ours. 

We are continually seeing 
trouble just ahead and we pass 
this from one to another until 
the whole community is filled 
with fear. It is allright if it 
comes in the Spirit and the 
Lord reveals something to us 
and calls on us to herald it 
from one to another so_ that 
they may pray; but let us be 
sure it is God leading and not 
the devil, as he is always mak- 
ing dark pictures before us and 
it is his delight to circulate 
anything that will cause doubt 
and discouragement. Many 
times these evil forebodimrgs 
come from disease in our 
bodies and makes things look 
dark and gloomy before us. 

I can hear you say, Oh well 
this work was laid on my heart 
and I’ve prayed and prayed and 


wept over it.and it doesn’t do, 
-any good. This brings to my 


mind a little story which I be- 
lieve will reveal to us just what 
is wrong. 

A dear missionary was ill 
with small-pox and she had 
been anointed and prayed for 
over and over again, but grew 
worse. One night the Lord 
gave her a vision of two bas- 
kets hanging on the balance. 
One was a prayer basket the 
other a praise basket. The 
prayer basket was weighted 
down while the praise bas- 
ket was empty. The Lord 
said to her, “You need to 
fill this empty basket.” She 
said, “I will Lord.” She spent 
a day or two praising God for 
answered prayer, thanking Him 
in advance for her healing. Her 
friends thought she was de- 
lirious as she would net cease 


God only just long 
enough to answer their ques- 
tions. She told them that she 
was filling the praise basket. 
When the basket was full she 
was healed. Glory to God! 
What we need is to fill our 
praise basket: 

The Lord lays it on our 
hearts to do something for 
Him, we go away to the secret 
place and pray and ask God to 
open the way. The next day 
we go again, and again, and 
we believe in importunity, but 
we believe that as soon as we 
ask we should look up in ado- 
ration and praise as though the 
thing was in our hand. Praises 
will frighten away the demon 
powers more rapidly than any 
thing else. 

I have heard Sister McPher- 
son relate an experience of 
hers which shows the force, 
praise has upon demon powers. 

She went into a service one 
time and’as she stood upon the 
platform to give out the Word, 
she said everything became 


black as midnight and she 
could see myriads of demons 
before her. She could not 
preach. 


At once she began to say, 
“Praise the Lord,’ and there 
she stood before that audience 
of people doing nothing but 


tpraising the Lord. Little did 


she care whether the people 
understood or not. She _ said 
as she began to praise the Lord 
she saw in the Spirit the de- 
mons begin to move back and 
as she praised, on they went 
until every dembdn was driven 
out of the tent and _ victory 
came and God gave her a won- 
derful service. Oh that men 
everywhere would praise the 
Lord. 

I can remember so many 
times in my own life how I 
would go away to wait upon 
the Lord. I would try to pray 
but the heavens seemed brass 
and I knew that my prayers 
were not reaching the throne. 
I would say, “Well Lord, if I 
can’t pray I can praise.” 
Then I would begin to worship 
and adore Him and tell Him 
that I loved Him, and in a lit- 
tle while, the windows of heav- 
en would open up and my pray- 
ers could get through and His 
blessings could fall upon: my 
soul, Oh hallelujah! The trou- 


ble was, the demon powers 
were so strong around and 
above me. that: my _ prayer 


could not get through, but as 
I praised the Lord the demons 
were driven away and I was 
set free. 

As you read this may I ask 
every saint, will you begin to 
praise the Lord+«for victory for 
the Church of God? Lay aside 
your doubts and fears, your 
dark pictures if you have any, 
and let us mount up with wings 
as eagles and run and not be 
weary. and walk and not faint.

The Church of God District 
Assembly convened at Ravenna, 
Ky. Dec. 14-15-16, 1923. 

On Friday night 6:45 P. M. 
Songs, praise and greetings. 
7:30 P. M., welcome address de- 
livered by Brother J. A. Muncy, 
district overseer, taken from 
Gen. 20:15. “And Abimelech 
said, Behold my land is before 
thee: dwell where it pleaseth 
thee.’”’ Notes from his address. 


We are. very much pleased 
to dwell together and rejoice in 
the spirit, because we are 
made to feel a hearty welcome, 
as we come from far and near 
to assemble ourselves here 
and feel at home in the 
house of the Lord. While our 
hearts are made glad as we are 
blessed with the privilege of as- 
sembling here, and to 
meet with brothers and _ sisters’ 
we have never seen before, we 
are looking forward to the 
great assembly in the skies, and 
to another “Welcome Home,” 
where we shall be pleased to 
dwell forever. 

Brother McQuinn expressed 
his appreciation of being able to 
bring a response from the field, 
and told how determined he was 
to go forward and stayin the 
great Church of God, and be a 
soldier for the Lord. 

Brother James Allen next 
responded, telling how happy he 
felt, in being able to be here and 
how he had seen the great need 
of reapers on the field, and of his 
determination to press onward, 
feeling the weight of his calling: 
He expects to enter into the 
Master’s field for service in the 
near future. 

Sister R. H. Bell followed, ex- 
pressing her appreciation for 
being able to be here, and feel- 
ing a hearty welcome to be at 
home with the saints. She told 
of how the Lord wonderfully 
healed her body when all reme- 
dies had failed. She said, that 
now she was determined to go 
through with Him.

Brother J. A. Muncy, district 
overseer, and pastor of Ra- 
venna Church, began by telling 
the great need of urging work- 
ers to put forth greater efforts 
to spread this gospel in and 
throughout the desolate valleys 
‘and over the rugged mountains 


of Kentucky, as well as_ else- 
where. 
While — the Church at 


Ravenna is prospering, 
there are some ' who 
are greatly in need of being 
purged, that they may bring 
forth more fruit. He said he was 
determined, himself, to do his 
best to discharge the duties and 
responsibilities, which have been 
assigned to him for the coming 
year, and to put forth his great- 
est efforts, that the work may 
go forward. He urged the work- 
ers to awaken and rally to the 
front. 

Brother G. A. Fore next repre- 
sented the Church at Williams- 
burg, Ky., stating that the Lord 
is prospering the work there, 
ana aisoat Harlan, Ky. the 
work is moving along nicely. 
His intention is to give the 
Churches of Kentucky his un- 
divided attention, that they may 
be aroused to action in the com- 
ing year. 

Brother James Allen represent- 
ed the Church at Christopher, 
Ky. a's the pastor was absent. He 
stated that the Church there is 
being tried out, but is standing 
true and unwavering, with 
signs following. 

Brother Scott McQuinn speak- 
ing for the Church at St. Helen’s, 
stated it had not prospered 
much, owing to the fact that it 
had been sadly neglected of 
pastoral services. 

Many Churches were not 
heard from, as there were no 
representatives present. 

Next, Brother Bell ‘spoke on 
the subject of Peter’s Denial, 
Matt. 26:69. He said: There are 
many to-day who expect to go 
all the way whey they start, but 
when the storms of persecution 
come along they deny the Lord, 
and turn back to their old trade 
or habits of the world, because 
they . have not tarried long 
enough in the upper room. 


Brother Larrison talked next 
on the subject, I Have Found the 
Way, text John 14:4, “And 
whither I go ye know, and the 
way ye know.” He said: That is 
the reason why I am here, be- 
cause I have found that this is 
the way. 

Then came the ordination ser- 
vice, and other matters of im- 
portance, which came before the 
Church in business session. 

The next sermon was by 
Brother Murphy, using for a text 
Luke 19:10. “Forthe Son of 
man is come to seek and: to 
save that’ which was lost.” The 
blind man in crying out to the 
Savior, as He was passing by, 
said, “Thou son of David, have 








mercy on me.” He spoke of how 





the lost world today needed to 
cry out to the Son of Man to 
have mercy .on them,and as Zac- 
chaeuS was conimanded to 
descend from the sycamore tree, 
so are the lost and unsaved com- 
nianded to repent of their evil 
ways, if they would inherit 
eternal life. 

Brother Fore, state overseer, 
next spoke on the subject “The 
Pastor and His Flock.” 1 Thes. 
5:12. “And we beseech you, 
brethren, to know them which 
labor among you, and are over 
you in the Lord and admonish 
you.” The pastor’s love for the 
Church should be as a mother’s 
love and care for her children, 
because of the spiritual relation- 
ship which exists, as Paul tells 
us in Eph. 4:11-12. ‘And he 
gave some apostles; and some 
prophets; and some evangelists; 
and some pastors and teachers; 
for the perfecting of the saints, 
for the work of the ministry, 
for the edifying of the body of 
Christ.” 

We see that God has not 
chosen all for the same office. 
To be asuccessful pastor we 
must feel that we are responsi- 
ble for the way the little lambs 
are fed and cared for, as_ they 
are not able to stand the same 
treatment the older ones might 
stand. We -notice the Lord told 
‘Peter to feed His lambs, as well 
as His sheep, which is the flock 
of God. 1 Pet. 5:2. And always 
bring something new before 
them, leading them on in green 
pastures, 

The little flock should always 
show their pastor due _ respect 
for he watches for your soul, 
and when we see him up yonder 
before the judgment, can we 
feel that we have stood by him 
When he needed help, and we 
were able to help him, Let us 
share our joys and sorrows to- 
gether, and when tthe Chief 
Sifepherd shall appear, we shall 
receive a crown of life, that 
fadeth not away. 

Sunday, Oct. 16th, 9:00 A. M. 
Opening exercises: Songs and 
prayers. 9:30 Brother’ Bell 
spoke on the subject, Swell the 
Sunday School Ranks.

Brother James Wiley spoke 
next on the subject, Fellowship. 

‘Behold how 
good and how pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in 
unity.” (Acts 2:42) “And they 
continued steadfastly in the 
apostles doctrine and _ fellow- 
ship.” 

Brother Lake followed, speak- 
ing on Divine Healing. Luke 
6:46. ‘And why call ye me Lord, 
Lord, and do not the things 
which I say?” Obedience brings 
victory. So we should obey the 
Master if we would have Him 
hear our prayers. Be _ thou 
faithful unto death, and ye shall 
receive a crown of life. 


7:30 P. M. Closing sermon by 
Brother G. A. Fore. Subject, 
The Three Appearings of Christ. 
Text Heb. 9:24-26. At the 
beginning he showed the first 
appearance of the Saviour as 
He came to the*®City of Bethle- 
hem. John 1:14. 


This is a mystery—Jesus 
Christ made manifest in the 
flesh. As He dwelt in a fleshly 
body, so the Holy Ghost comes 
into these bodies of ours and 
enables us to live holy lives. 

Many people today continue 
to live in the 7th chapter of 
Romans. In-Heb. 2:16, we find 
Jesus took not on Him the 
nature of angels, but He took 
on Him the seed of Abraham. 

Jesus condemned sin in the 
body. He was a sin fighter. 
God made no charge against us 
for our sins because we were 
bankrupt; but He charged Jesus 
for He is the sin bearer. 

In Heb. 2:9, “We see Jesus, 
who was made a little lower 
than the angels for the suffering 
of death, crowned with glory 
and honour; that he by the 
grace of God should taste death 
for every man.” 

Out in the lone garden of 
Gethsemane we find Him wres- 
tling with God, that He might go 
to the cross and die for the sins 
of His people. The Mosaical 
law was broken in the mock 
trial of the Sanhedrin courts, as 
there was no law or authority 
to arrest a man after night. 
“He was wounded for our trans- 
sressions He was bruised for 
our iniquities; the chastisement 
of our peace was upon Him; 
and with his stripes we are 
healed.” “Yet it pleased the 
Lord to bruise Him; he hath
